Gasoline Tax Passes 36th 
Birthday With Mounting 
Gifts From Taxpayers 


The gasoline tax in Mississippi 
will pass its 36th birthday next 
Tuesday, March 25th, but the day 
will not be marked by any cele- 
brating—only the spinning of 
pump meters continuing to roll up 
tax revenue in this state at the 
rate of $1 million every six days. 

This was pointed out today by 
C, C. Runyan, Chairman of the 
Mississippi Petrofeum Association, 
who recalled it was on March 25, 
1922, that Mississippi motorists 
first began paying a tax on gas- 
oline. 4 

“At the original l-cent rate, 


the tax yielded $493,000 in reve- 


nue in its first full year, Mr. 
Runyan said. 

"Now Mississippi highway users 
are paying 132 times as much—an 
estimated $652 million a year 
under the present 7-cent state tax 
plus the state sales tax on the gas- 
oline and the sales tax on the tax 
and the 3-cent federal tax.“ 

Mr. Runyan noted that Missis- 
sippi state gasoline tax, which 
since 1922 has undergone six in- 
creases (and no reductions) is ex- 
pected this year to bring in an 
estimated $426 million. 

Annual revenue from this state 
tax, he said, has more than dou- 
bled since 1958, tripled since 1945 
and nearly quadrupled since 1944. 

The added federal tax on gas- 
oline, first imposed at a 1-cent 
rate in 1932, was increased to 1% 
cent in 1940, to 2 cents in 1951 
and to 3 cents in 1956. Nationally, 
the total "take" of the federal 
gasoline tax is now more than $1.5 
bilion a year, and of all gasoline 
taxes, more than $45 billion a 
year.
